WASHINGTON, Dec. 5—(2)— 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley said Tues- 
‘day night that in talking about 
evacuation to Senators Tuesday he 


referred only to hard-pressed UN 
‘troops in extreme northeast Korea 
and not to the Korean peninsula 


as a whole. 

Bradley, chairman of the U. S. 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, testified in 
secret before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. Afterward 
Senators quoted him as saying that 
withdrawals by United Nations 
troops before advancing Red Chi- 
nese have made it possible to 
evacuate them if a defense line 
cannot be held in Korea. 


Monday Bradley met with Presi- 
dent Truman and Premier Attlee 
of Great Britain. After that ses- 
sion high officials told reporters 
that Bradley said plans to evacu- 
ate Korea were ready if they have 
to be used. 

In his public statement Tuesday 
night, Bradley made no reference 
to Tuesday’s conference, but con- 
cerning his meeting with the Sen- 
ate Committee, he said: 


“There have apparently been 
conflicting reports circulated on 
my testimony before an executive, 
and ‘off-the-record’ session of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. There was no record of the 
testimony taken because of the 
military security involved. 

“One report seems to indicate 
that I had stated that a ‘Dunkirk’ 
plan is set, and that the with- 
drawals by United Nations troops 
have now made it possible to 
evacuate them if the defense line 
cannot be held in Korea. Any 
reference I made to evacuation 
was in connection with the hard- 
pressed troops in the extreme 
northeast sector which are now 
moving back to a concentration in 
a beachhead.

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Sarvival Is More Important 


Through the years The Constitution has 
been second to none in insisting upon full 
tax revision and increased revenue suf- 
ficient for financing adequate schools, 
roads and health programs. 


We have agreed generally. with the 
State Tax Revision Committee in advocat- 
ing a sales tax coupled with ‘higher income 
tax rates and elimination of the State 
property tax and the 200-odd nuisance 
taxes. 3 ae 

Georgia’s revenue now is running at 
about $108,000,000 annually, not counting 
that from the emergency taxes which ex- 
pire next June 30. The minimum needs 
of the State, estimated by the Talmadge 
administration, the Tax Committee and 
others, demand a budget of about $170,- 
000,000. That would finance the Minimum 
Foundation Program, give more money for 
roads—probably an amount equal to re- 
ceipts from the gasoline tax—and provide 
for better health services. 

. It is a sound program. Georgia needs 
it all. 

But, important as are education and 
roads and health, they are secondary to 
survival itself. 

In the past three weéks this country 
has been confronted with an entirely new 
situation. What started out to be a police 
action in Korea has turned into war. 
Whether the war continues in Korea or 
some other place is beside the point.. The 
fact is we are at war. The people realize 
this perhaps better than the Administra- 
tion at Washington. 

Federal tax rates already have been 
raised once recently. They will be raised 
more, and extended. When our repre- 
sentatives on Capitol Hill snap out of their 
lethargy and wishful thinking—if they are

Money Alone 
Isn’t: Enough 


Congress, of course, will provide the 
$17,500,000,000 additional Mr. Truman has 
asked for rearmament—and no time will 
be lost in doing so. 

But we ought not to lose sight of the 
fact that money alone does not provide 
defense. It first must be translated into 

manpower and guns and ships and planes. 


In the same news report announcing 
the presidential request we were shocked 
to see a statement that there would be no 
change in mobilization plans for the pres- 
ent. That would be dealt with, it was 
said, after the first of the year. 


We presume, of course, that the Rus- 
sians and the Chinese, knowing this coun- 
try prefers to sit through the holidays 
before doing more than providing money 
for additional defense, will wait like gen- 
tlemen until we, in our own good time, are 
ready. 

Ever since this country; through the 
United Nations, intervened in Korea five 
months ago we have been in the process 
of partial mobilization. We now have 
some 100,000 men fighting in Korea. We 
have two divisions in West Germany. 

That is all. The Chinese Communists 
have 4,000,000 men under arms and the 
Russians have 175 divisions they can put 
in the field within 30 days. And that is 
just the first installment. 

We hear complaints from Selective 
Service that more men cannot be inducted 
because training space is not available at 
Army camps. What, we would like to 
know, has become of the space used in 
training troops for World War II, which 
ended just five years ago? 

Have not the Administration and the 
military known for five months that all- 
out mobilization might be required any 
day? Were there no plans laid for such a 
contingency? 

Money we must have, but the Con- 
gress and the President seem ever more 
ready to provide the money than the man- 
power. The time has come when the 
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not frightened’ out of it by disaster—there 
will be full mobilization of our resources. 
It is a matter of life or death. Events 
have shown there is no middle way. 

‘The State is going to have to tdilor its 
spending to fit in with the new situation. 
The taxpayers will not complain of what 
they must pay for defense of the country. 
It is unfortunate, but a matter of grim 
reality, that they cannot finance what will 
be required in the way of defense spend- 
ing and at the same time provide for ex- 
panded State services to the extent that all 
admit are needed. 

It is better to face the situation now, 
and lay our plans accordingly, than to in- 
vite confusion and bitterness by plunging 
blindly ahead. 

We do not suggest that plans for new 
revenue be shelved altogether. Neither is 
this to imply there should be no tax revi- 
sion. There should be. But there-must be 
a compromise. If the State needs $170,- 
000,000, perhaps a budget of $150,000,000 
or less, with rigid economy, could be made 
to suffice. The fact that road construction 
may be halted altogether in future months 
would allow much of that money to be 
diverted to other purposes. | 

The spectacle of department heads 
going on a spree with budget requests 
totalling $225,000,000 is, at this juncture, a 
nauseating one. We hope the Governor 
and the General Assembly will be stern 
in their insistence that every unnecessary 
expenditure is eliminated and what addi- 
tional revenue is made available will be 
used where it will do the most good. 

Georgia is going to have to do on less 
than we had hoped for and anticipated. 

It is the first of the many sacrifices that 
will have to be made before the world 
battle against Communism is won.

public, and Capitol Hill, too, must get 
ready for all the sacrifices that will be re- 
quired. And we fear they will not be of 
a mild nature. 

Let us quit patting ourselves on the 
back when we readily assent to more ap- 
propriations and more taxes and get down 
to the grueling job of providing a real 
armed force.

Wiggles Out Again 


Agriculture Commissioner Tom Linder 
seems to have negotiated a settlement of 
the milk dispute in Charlton and Camden 
Counties satisfactorily. 

Southern Dairies, at Jacksonville, has 
been given a permit to serve the two coun- 
ties. Milk was coming from Southern 
Dairies all along, though the commission 
man, George Darlington, did not have a 
permit to sell in Georgia. — 

Mr. Linder has contended that Florida 
milk standards do not come up to Geor- 
gia requirements, but has remedied that 
situation—at least to his own satisfac- 
tion—by placing at Southern Dairies an 
inspector who also inspects the supplying 
producers. 

We are informed that 26 dairies sup- 
ply the milk distributed by Southern 
Dairies in South Georgia. Mr. Linder’s 
permit allows only that milk from pro- 
ducers inspected by his representative at 
Jacksonville to enter the State. 

As a practical matter, we are doubtful 
that a single inspector can inspect satis- 
factorily such a number of dairies, in ad- 
dition to the distributor’s plant. More- 


over; we are told by distributors that milk | 


from the various producers normally is 
mixed at the distributing plant. 

How in the world is Mr. Linder’s lone 
inspector at Jacksonville to keep up with 
milk from that number of dairies, par- 
ticularly if it is mixed at the distributing 
plant? - How can he be sure that no milk 
from an uninspected dairy enters Georgia? 

Mr. Linder seems to have wiggled out 
very neatly.

: No matter how bleak the outlook or the ele- 
ments, the practicing optimist can always discern 
: a glimmer of comfort. 

Last week, for instance, when the mercury hit bottom in ther- 
mometers all over Georgia, the State’s editors almost to a man 
took occasion to comment on the brighter aspects of the situation. 

Some reminisced nostalgicly over the blizzards of 18 and ’39, 
arriving at the inevitable conclusion thdt the winters aren’t as 
harsh as they used to be. Others pointed out that such cold snaps 
wreak havoc among the boll weevils. And some, as if to remind 
their readers that—while they will take cash—sausage, hams and 
sow belly are generally accepted on subscriptions, merely com- 
mented hungrily: “It’s mighty fine hog-killing weather.”

The Assembly’s 
Top Problem 


Unless the legislators themselves come up 
with a brand new type of State income tax at 
their presession conferences, there is nothing in 

: will give the new tax system a pure co-ordina- 
tion of sales and income tax. The sales tax puts its burden on 
the poor people. To win support for the sales tax, leaders have 
proposed that the income tax be stepped up on the more wealthy 
people so they will carry the load on income tax while the poor 
are carrying the load on the sales tax. 

So far as we have been able to figure, the various income tax 
proposals will add to the tax load of the poor as well as the rich. 
Thus, the poor people would have the double burden of the sales 
tax and an increased income tax. 


Let’s take the average Georgia citizen, John 
Doe, for instance. He has a wife and two chil- 
At present, he pays 
no general retail sales tax because Georgia has none. He pays no 
State income tax, because his exemptions exceed his income. 
(His only taxation is those special sales taxes on gasoline, cig- 
arettes, and alcoholic beverages. It is unlikely that he pays much, 
if any, State -property tax.) 

A proposal was submitted to the solons Tuesday, and will be 
submitted to another group of legislators at Wednesday’s confer- 
ernce, which would reduce the exemptions on married persons 
from $2,500 to $1,500 and would disallow deduction of Federal 
income tax payments from State income tax returns. Under this 
plan, John Doe would pay the State $6 in State income taxes. 

Another plan would cut the exemptions and would triple the 
rates. This would cost John Doe $18. 

The Thrasher plan. of 1949 would provide a flat exemption of 
$1,000, instead of the $2,500, keep the rates the same, and then 
allow a deduction of 40 per cent of the figured State income tax 
to take care of Federal income tax payments and other allow- 
ances. Under this plan, John Doe would pay $18. 

All these are new costs for the poor Georgian in income taxes. 


An Example 


: s+ The proposed 3 per cent sales tax will hit the 
Direct Hit poor citizen squarely. All admit that. The ex- 
perience of other tax states proves that a 3 per cent sales 
tax doesn’t cost a person straight 3 per cent of his total income. 
It is levied only on his retail purchases. Experiences in other 
states show that a 3 per cent tax costs a person making $1,000 
a year 1.8 per cent of his income, and imposes a burden of only 
0.4 per cent on the person earning $100,000. A 3 per cent sales 
tax would cost John Doe 1.4 per cent of his earnings, or $42. 

Thus, John Doe, who has been paying only the special sales 
taxes on gasoline and luxuries, would have to pay either $48 a 
year under one plan or $60 a year in State taxes under either of 
the other two plans. That seems quite a step for those in the 
lower income bracket to take. 


Proviso Somehow, some of the solons who were ready to go 

: along with a sales tax only on the provision that the 
more wealth¥ bear a new load on the income tax, had the idea 
that the poorer people wouldn’t be bothered with an increased 
State income tax. 

The Tax Revision Committee is recommending that the General 
Assembly enact a sales tax, “and then, if additional revenue is 
needed, consider increasing the State income tax.” There are 
quite a number of legislators who won’t go along with a sales 
tax by itself, regardless of whether more money is needed—they 
feel that the tax burden must be distributed, and they would cut 
the rate on the sales tax and hook in a higher income tax rate 
for the wealthier brackets before they would stop with merely 
a sales tax. ~ 

With passage of the sales tax anticipated, the No. 1 problem 
facing the next Legislature is working out an income tax bill 
which will obtain its revenue from the more wealthy like the 
sales tax does from the less wealthy.

Public Health 


The Editors: We are deeply appreciative of 
the splendid manner in which Calvin Cox re- 
ported on public health in his column of Nov. 30. 
Georgia has made wonderful progress in public 
health within the past two or three decades, but 
we fall far behind on goals and ambitions. There 
are only 28 counties which have no local public 
health services. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that through the regional plan even these 
28 counties have access to many public health 
facilities, particularly in emergencies. Should 
any major outbreak of disease or acute sanita-

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tion problems arise in these counties they have 
immediately available all of the State and re- 
gional services. 


While we.are, of course, greatly concerned in 
the problem of medical care, we must not lose 
sight of the primary function of public health, 
namely that with the prevention of disease to the 
extent that preventive medicine is successful the 
lesser is the problem of medical care. We have 
not shortened the three score and ten years of 
life by preventive and curative medicine; we 
have only made it possible for more people to 
reach this span than ever before. Since we must 
die of something, we are facing a new aspect of 
this philosophy in the form of old-age degen- 
erative diseases on which we must focus more 
attention. 


One other aspect of public health which is 
giving us great concern is that which has to do 
with civilian defense. We realize that the public 
health departments in the State form the prin- 
cipal substantial nucleus around which our civil- 
ian defense can be organized and operated. This 
nucleus must be kept active and strong. This 
means that it must have the support of the State 
and local governments and the people in the 
form of adequate financial resources.

WASHINGTON—How much President Truman and his Fair Dealers will be 
under the gun of the Southern wing of the Democratic Party in the narrowly 
divided Senate of the new Eighty-second Congress is foreshadowed in the choice 


of a Senate majority leader to succeed Scott Lucas of Illinois. 
to Sen. Ernest W. McFarland of Arizona, a middle-of-the-roader,

. a compromise with the Southerners, who were opposed to a clearly defined Fair 
Dealer. President Truman conceivably could have intruded personally for the selection of a leader 
more closely identified with the Fair Deal, as once did his predecessor, Franklin D,. Roosevelt. But 
he chose not to risk such interference in the precarious situation caused by the close division of the 


Senate—49 Democrats and 47 Republicans. 

He needs as much harmony as he can get 
because of the overwhelming need for congres- 
sional co-operation in the international crisis that 
now confronts us. He is aware that Southern 
Democrats, at any time they please, can join 
with Republicans in coalition, as they have so 
frequently in the past, and become thereby the 
major party. So he bowed to practicalities and 
kept hands off so as not to stir up needless 
animosities. 


Meanwhile, Southern and Southwestern 
sponsors of Senator McFarland as a com- 
promise between Fair Dealers and South- 
ern conservatives went to work quietly and 
rounded up enough commitments to assure 
the Arizona Senator’s election as leader by 
Senate Democrats when the Eighty-second 
Congress convenes in January. 


Thus, by cireumstances, there is elevated to 
the important post of liaison for the White House 
and the Senate, and a go-between for the vari- 
ous Democratic factions in the Senate, a figure 
who is virtually unknown nationally. 

Senator McFarland has, however, exhibited 
talents of compromise within Senate party coun- 
cils on troublous and ticklish legislative and 
policy matters and he is a man ef equable tem- 
perament, amiable and easygoing. All of that 
will be helpful, and almost essential, to achieve 
as much solidarity as possible among Democrats 
and as much co-operation as possible from Re- 
publicans. 

Chief emphasis for the present, and perhaps 
for a considerable period, will be in the field of 
foreign policy and national defense, and there 


Senator McFarland has been a staunch and con- 
sistent supporter of the Administration. That, 
fortunately, is also generally true of Southern 
Democrats. 

But when, and if, the Administration again 
begins to stress civil rights and social welfare 
measures, which is expected from President Tru- 
man before the 1952 presidential ‘election, the 
Southern influence then undoubtedly will operate 
as a retarding force through Senator: McFarland, 
since the Southerners were so instrumental in 
his candidacy for the leadership. 


The Arizona Senator sided with the 
Southerners in their resistance to cloture 
_ measures for limitation of Senate debate, a 
limitation sought by the Administration in 
order to break Southern filibusters and get 
votes on civil rights bills. 


That was a strong factor in Southern sup- 
port of the Southwestern Senator, weighing more 
heavily than social welfare issues. -On the latter 
Senator McFarland has gone along with the 
Administration in some important particulars, 
including housing, Federal aid to education, and 
minimum wage increase, though he is catalogued 
rather as a moderate than a Fair Dealer. 

Teamed up with the Arizona Senator in party 
leadership will be another Southwesterner, Sen. 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas, who is slated to be- 
come party whip to succeed Sen, Francis Myers 
of Pennsylvania, also defeated in November 
along with Senator Lucas, The Texas Senator 
can be helpful as a liaison with the Fair Dealers, 
as he has been a fairly consistent Administra- 
tion supporter.

Facts Are Facts and Must Be Faced 


WASHINGTON—Every American, in and out of public life, is asking who is responsible for the 


disastrous intelligence failure which has now led to military disaster in Korea. 
The whole responsibility belongs to General Douglas MacArthur’s own intelligence organ- 


simple. 


The answer is 


ization, headed by one of the little circle of high staff officers who have been with MacArthur since 


Bataan, Major General Charles A. Willoughby. 

This would not be so, if General MacArthur 
were subject to normal rules. In a normal war 
theater, agent nets and other machinery for 
gathering and processing intelligence belong to 
the national intelligence organization, the CIA. 
In a normal theater, by the same token, the 
Theater G-2 is primarily responsible for mili- 
tary interpretation of the intelligence thus ob- 
tained, and has only the most limited respon- 
sibility for intelligence collection. 


Even during the Second World War, how- 
ever, when this pattern was becoming eatab- 
-lished in other theaters, General MacAr- 
thur showed sharp dislike for it. Indeed, 
he actually banned the CIA’s wartime prede- 
cessor, the Office of Strategic Services, from 
operating in his Pacific theater. Postwar, 
he continued to maintain the same ban until 
this Spring, when the CIA was at last per- 
mitted to get its toe in the door. 


Even then, moreover, the unusual conces- 
' gion was demanded and granted, that the local 
representatives of the CIA should be placed 
- under the operational control of General Wil- 
loughby, as Theater G-2. 

This arrangement remained in force after 
the Korean War broke out, until after the Inchon 
landing operation. The bold and brilliant stroke 
at Inchon was the best possible proof that a 
great military commander like MacArthur can 
work real miracles with good intelligence. 

For some occult reason, however, trouble fol- 
lowed almost at once. Not very long after the 
Inchon landing, the arrangement made in the 
Spring was suddenly upset. The old ban on 
the CIA was again enforced. 

The whole task of gathering and processing 
intelligence, as well as interpreting the intel- 
ligence for the theater commander and for Wash- 
| ington, once more reverted to General Wil- 
loughby’s organization, where the entire respon- 
sibility still remains. 

Rather transparent attempts are now being 
made to suggest that the intelligence thus pro- 
vided was not really so bad after all. It is hint- 
ed, in one breath, that our plans in Korea only 
miscarried because of the interdict on air oper- 
ations beyond the Chinese border (which Gen- 
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eral MacArthur, of course, knew all about long 
before he gave the recent order to attack). 

In the next breath, it is also stated that the 
true intention of the “home by Christmas” of- 
fensive. was only to blunt an expected Chinese 
onslaught. This is demonstrable nonsense. 

As early as late September, General Mac- 
Arthur had been positively convinced that the 
Chinese would not intervene in Korea. At Wake 
Island, Ke expressed this conviction most for- 
cibly to the President, only a few days before the 
Chinese crossed the border. The sudden appear- 
ance of Chinese troops in combat in October 
very evidently took our divisions in Korea wholly 
by surprise. And even thereafter, the authori- 
ties in Tokyo clearly believed that the Chinese 
intervention was essentially unimportant, in- 
spiring many stories about the small numbers 
of Chinese troops in Korea and their demorali- 
zation by American firepower. 


Finally, no general in his senses would 
have hurled our thin lines of men, with a 
great gap in the center, against an enemy 
whom he did not confidently regard as weak 
and on the run. General MacArthur must, 
he can only, have ordered the “home by 
Christmas” offensive on the basis of an esti- 
mate of enemy capabilities and intentions so 
grossly false that over 200,000 Chinese troops 
were somehow lost in the shuffle. 


He must, he can only, have been perfectly 
sincere in saying that he hoped to “end the war 
for all practical purposes.” It is a dreadful 
thing that General MacArthur thus walked into 
a huge, well-laid trap. But it is more just to 
our most eminent American soldier to admit this 
frankly, than to try to pretend that he got into 
the trap of his own volition. 

In short the horror that confronts us proves 
the converse of a rule already given. Just as a 
great commander can work miracles with good 
intelligence, so even the greatest commander 
cannot overcome bad intelligence. Since the bad 
intelligence emanated from General MacArthur’s 
own headquarters, this may displease those who 
like to believe that he has attained a sort of 
divine perfection. But facts are facts none the 
less, and they must be faced,

That’s the way it is now, except that we can’t blame the last 
spell on Will, for he retired from the weather business several 
weeks ago. We can’t even blame the Government man, for he 
predicted the storms. : 


Riley Rhyme We used to repeat a James Whitcomb Riley 

poem over thé air that ended, “When God 
sorts out the weather and sénds rain, rain’s my choice,” and we 
have had many persons say this was their point of view. 


I never was sure whether this was sentiment or truth. Riley 
never meant that he wanted rain when he really wanted picnic 
weather. What he meant, very likely, was that when the Lord sent 
rain there was nothing he could do about it but acquiesce in the 


decision. He decided that he might just as well relax and enjoy 


the rain as to fuss about it and get his blood pressure up. 


There’s another angle to this weather business that makes for 
interesting discussion; the nasty weather could be sent us by way 
of a challenge.

down by us. 

Certainly when they ask us 
the great question, “Is there a 
Santa Claus?” we should not 
try to deceive them and enforce 
or prolong their belief in him. 


And, first and last, I believe. 


that the realization that the be- 
lief in Santa Claus is a sort of 
lovely game dawns gradually 
on most children. 

Confusion must arise in many 
children’s minds about the mul- 
tiplicity of Santa Clauses. Chil- 
dren see Santa in all the de- 


partment stores, on street cor- ’ 


ners, and often at Christmas 
parties. If Santa is busy at the 
North Pole and has to drive all 
over the world, how can he be 
standing around like this? 

If you’re going to let your 
children have Santa, then I 
think you should keep him a 
little remote and magical.

Pleasant, efficient and glare- 
free lighting in the home can be 
had according to Harold Green, 
of Nela Park, Cleveland, Ohio, 
who gave the ABC’s of the mat- 
ter at a meeting of home 
economists here last week. As 
Mr. Green put it, the “new ap- 
proach calls for lighting-situa- 
tion formulas, called recipes” 
which prescribe the correct 

_placement of light sources” 

The recipes and a tape meas- 
ure are all one needs, says Mr. . 
Green. In the past, lighting au- 
thorities and manufacturers have 
slanted all research toward of- 
fice and industrial problems. In 
the home, however, it was a 
matter of fussing, guessing and 
hoping. 

“For desk work with a table. 
lamp,” said Mr. Green, “the 
base of the lamp should be 15 
inches from your paper, and 
one foot in from the chair side 
of the desk. The lower edge of 
the shade must be raised 15 
inches from the desk top.” 


If a table lamp is to be used 
for reading or sewing, the base 
of the lamp should be 20 inches 
from the work, the expert point- 
ed out, and added that large 
lamps, those measuring around . 
30 inches to the top of the re- 
flector, are recommended. The 
minimum diameter for bottom af 
the shade is 16 inches. But this 
is the most important, the lower 
edge should be 17 inches above 
the table top.

Classics Here?

It was a rainy afternoon, cold and dark, and only the 
faithful gathered at the Atlanta Woman’s Club Auditorium 
to hear Allan Davis, the attractive young director of Bris- 
tol’s Old Vic tell the story of the institution that is drama 
itself to people who love the theater. 


He talked about Kate and El- 
len Terry, Sarah Sidaons, Mau- 
rice Evans, John Gielgud, Mau- 
rice Barrymore, who have peo- 
pled the Old Vic in London on 
Waterloo Street, and about the 
plays they have done from 
Shakespeare and Moliere, Che- 
kov and the Greek tragedies. 
Always, he said, the Old Vic 


players have had but one goal, | 


to give the best of entertain- 
ment at prices the péople could 
afford, and but one standard 
for the actors, that they must 
come to the theater for its own 
sake, and for what they could 


‘Mr. Davis made <: sharp dif- 
ference between the “commer- 
cial” theater, profit - making 
groups who do “popular” plays, 
and the non- profit - making 


troupes who present “good” 
plays, and explained that the 
latter are, of course, subsidized 
in England. 


While he talked, it came to 
me again that the non-profes- 
sional dramatic companies here, 
who shy away from the word 
“amateur,” because they are 
good actors, who perform only 
for the love of acting and not 
for money, might do better if 
they turned to the classics in- 
stead of trying to compete with 
the professional theater which 
does contemporary plays so well. 
Audiences jaded with third and 
fourth-year revivals of plays 
they have seen elsewhere, might 
be intrigued with say, one of 
Shaw’s acid dramas. It might 
not attract a great crowd at 


first, but I think the interest 
would grow, as productions be- 
came more facile and more au- 
thentic. 


Later, I discovered that Lila 
Kennedy and others in the At- 
lanta Civic Theater who 
brought Mr. Davis here for his 
lecture, have been thinking of 
the same thing, and have under 
consideration several old plays 
that they might undertake. 


The Old Vic, which is now 
combined with Sadler’s Wells 
in London, reopened a week or 
so ago for the first time since 
it was bombed out during the 
war, with a production of 
“Twelfth Night.” It is operating 
under the aegis of Hugh‘ Hunt, 
as director, after having passed 
through the hands of Laurence 
Olivier and others, but much of 
the restoration of the old the- 
ater came at the hands of 
women. 


It was Emma Cons who re- | 


suscitated the flagging Royal 
Victoria in 1870 and passed it 
into the hands of Lilian Baylis, 
a brilliant friend, who under- 
took to present “Shakespeare 
for a shilling.” 


An imperious eccentric, Miss 


Baylis: browbeat such actors as | 
Elsa Lancaster, James Mason, | 


Charles Laughton, Judith An- 


derson, and Ruth Gordon into | 
great productions, paying them | 


little, demanding much, and 


keeping the standards unbeliev- | 


ably high. She would permit no 
artiness, and had a strong aver- 
sion to the precious or semi- 
precious among the actors. 


She was stingy, and greedy, 


ing bacon in her box in the Old 
Vie while a passionate scene of 
Hamlet was going on on stage, 
and on one occasion was said to 
have prayed in public: “Please, 
God, send me some actors, and 
send them cheap!” 

“The critics,” Mr. Davis said, 
“rarely attended her plays, be- 
cause she refused to give them 
free seats.”

“Soil is like a bank account,” he 
exclaimed. “If you don’t put much 
in, you don’t get much out. But we 
have carried soil conservation in 
the Southeast to the point where 
we are beginning to get a lot out 
of it. 

‘Some people look upon soil 
servation as merely a method for 
preventing erosion of land. But 
it’s much more than that. It is also 
diversification and _ rotation of 
agriculture and those two factors 
are at the bottom of the agricul- 
tural revolution now under way in 
our region. Diversified agriculture, 
in fact, is leading the way to a 
prosperous agriculture throughout 
the Southeast. Diversified agri- 
culture is making progress even 
in the Mississippi Delta, an area 
which for many years until very 
recently grew only cotton.” 


Arvy Carnes, of Spartanburg, 
S. C., Regional Engineer for the 
Soil Conservation Service in the 
Southeast, told the farm equip- 
ment men that soil conservation 
is merely a method of using the 
land in accordance with its capa- 
bilities. To accomplish that re- 
sult, he said that farmers must 
have more equipment.

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Chinese Attack Caught 


High Brass Flat-F ooted

TOKYO, Dec. 


5—(AP)—The big Chinese Communist at 


tack in Korea was perhaps as surprising and certainly more 
shocking to top U. S. commanders than the original North 


Korean invasion last June. 
Both caught the Western Pow- 
ers unprepared to meet a power- 
house thrust from behind Asia’s 
Iron Curtain. Now, as.in June, the 
forces opposing Communism in 


Public statements by U. S. in- 
telligence officers show that in 
both instances they had only in- 
complete military information and 
almost no political information. 

Furthermore, it appears avail- 
able information was improperly 
evaluated for its political impor- 
tance in a number of world capi- 
tals. 

The full story of U. S. intelli- 
gence concerning the Chinese at- 
tack is not yet clear. But intelli- 
gence officers say frankly they 
knew it was possible, but they did 
not think it would be made. 

Maj. Gen. Charles Willoughby, 
General MacArthur’s intelligence 
officer, told correspondents last 
week that by September the Chi- 
nese Reds had massed 30 divisions 
of 8,000 men each along the Yalu 
River border of Korea. 

Intelligence officers had fol- 
‘lowed the movement of Red Gen. 
Lin Piao’s huge 4th Field Army 
across China to Manchuria. But 
Willoughby said the movement 
then was “not an immediate index 
of warlike intentions.” 

The 4th Army originally had 
‘been stationed in Manchuria. It 
‘could have been returning after 
‘postponement of plans for invad- 
ing Formosa. 

Then in early October, when 
Allied forces were approaching 
the 38th Parallel between North 
and South Korea, Red China 
| broadcast its only advance warn- 


g. 
Chou En-lai, Premier of the 
Red regime, declared the Chinese

Yet no one seemed to take this, 
‘statement seriously. Willoughby | 
observed that “we now know they | 
warned us and meant business.” 

Most top U. S. commanders be- 
lieved the Chinese Reds lost their 
last favorable opportunity to en- 
ter the campaign-when they failed 
to act during the big Allied land- 
ing at Inchon Sept. 15. They 
thought that consequently the Chi- 
nese would stay out of Korea. 

As late as Nov. 2, it was known 
that MacArthur believed the Chi- 
nese intended only token partici- 
pation in Korea. He appeared to 
think that. the fighting campaign 
would be over by Thanksgiving. 

But three days later MacArthur 
announced that a fresh army of 
“alien Communists” backed by 
sizabJe reserves had reinforced the 
beaten North Korean army. 

Intelligence’ knew then from 
aerial reconnaissance that enough 
vehicles to transport 88,000 men 
had crossed into Korea from Man- 
churia. 

Thereafter, U. S. intelligence be- 
came skimpy. Willoughby said 
the Chinese were able to move the 
50 miles from their “privileged 
sanctuary” in Manchuria to the
